W ashington, Nov, 30 (AP*

I of a contract to the E. I. DuPont 
De Nemours company for the design, 
equipm ent and construction of a 
$15,000,000 
ammonia

Washington, Nov. 30 <AP) — The 
nation’s millions of income 
tax­ 
payers, both big corporations and 
plain citizens, were assured by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and Congre&akumi 
finance e x e rts today that Lhey need 
expect no further increase in their 
tax bills for 1940. 
While sharp increases, designed 
to help meet defense-swelled ex­

Mlssisslppl) of the Senate Finance 
committee announced that further 
retroactive taxes on this year’s in­ 
come were cwt of the picture. 
This was decided, Harrison said, 
at a supper conference which the 
President held lost night, with treas­ 
ury officials and leaders of interest­ 
ed Congressional committees.
